Brethren  of  the  Columbian  Onler  ! 

ila\  iiig  convened  together  for  the  pur- 
pose of  perpetuating  the  recollection  of 
tliose  iiibtructive  and  interesting  con- 
siderations wliich  associate  thiynselves 
with  the  discovery  of  America,  let  ns 
for  a few  moments  tiini  our  attention  to 
the  causes  and  consequenoes  of  this  mo- 
mentous event.

the  wolf.  Inh  ibiting  a continent  on  which 
nature,  had  lavished  her  most  profuse  and 
i)tucficciu  natural  advantages,  the  indo- 
lent and  untutored  savage  trampled  them 
under  his  feet,  as  unconscious  of  their  im- 
portance as  thou  gh  they  were  buried  in  thi 
deep  and  d'smal  regions  of  the  dead.  To 
the  great  Spirit  who  rules  and  reigns 
above  they  commended  tlicir  souls ; and 
their  bodies  they  reposed  upon  the  capa- 
cious and  bountiful  bosom  of  nature 
for  food  and  for  rest.  No  corroding 
cares,  no  noise  of  tolling  bells,  no  hum 
of  busy  commerce  ever  disturbed  their 
P'”'.-’i''i!  s’i<rwb'r<::  inft  wh'Mi  the  great 
, Spirit  withdrew  his  mant  e foom  the  face 
of  the  sun,  and  suffered  his  i radiating 
beams  fo  illumine  tne  forrest  and  shine 
upon  the  hills,  all  nature  sung  in  harmo- 
nious concord  the  praises  of  the  Creator 
of ti.e  universe.  T.ie  feathered  creation 
in  ten  thousand  notes  of  sweetest  melody; 
the  loud  thunders  of  the  tremendous  ca- 
taract, as  well  as  the  gentle  music  of  the 
clear  cascade ; the  restless  current  of 
the  majestic  river,  as  well  as  the  rippling 
of  tiie  rivulet ; the  spangled  dew-dropof 
t.ie  mcm  ; the  rainbow  of  the  cataract ; 

" The  flower  that ’s  born  to  blush  unseen. 

And  waste  its  fragrance  on  the  desert  air,” 

All  united  in  their  hosannas  to  the 
thro  ie  of  heaven.  Hut  these  silent  as- 
jpiiations  of  nature,  wl.ich  had  for  innu- 
!mevabie  moons  been  raised  to  heaven, 
Ithc'^e  lofi.y  forests  and  uncu.tivated  lands 
were  destined  to  unfold  in  infinite  varie- 
ty, under  the  skilful  hand  of  civilization 
and  s.  i'  ncc,  the  evidences  of  the  incom- 
prebei.siblc  goodness  and  greatness  of 
Ou.1.  'a'Iiosc  v.ifts  of  nature,  which  for 
aged  had  lain  dormant  and  unused,  were 
now  to  be  moulded  to  every  useful  pur- 
pose. under  the  guidance  of  civilized 
man’s  ingenuity. 

r,:»  experience  of  ages  justifies  us  in 
saying  that  it  is  not  for  man  to  prescribe 
limii.s  to  mind.  AVhen  Clu-istopher  Co- 
lumbus with  confiden(/C  and  perseve- 
rance declared  to  the  court  of  Spain  that 
he  could  find  a passage  to  India,  and  dis- 
cover a new  continent  in  the  west,  the 
suggestir.n  was  treated  with  that  scorn 
and  contempt  peculiar  to  ignorance.  Be- 
fore the  power  of  elastic  steam  was  de- 
monstrated by  practice,  that  man  would 
have  been  treated  as  theoretically  derang- 
ed who  should  have  asserted  that  by  its 
application  to  boats  the  distance  from 
New  Orleans  to  Louisville  could  be  run 
against  the  currents  of  the  Mississiiji 
and  Oi  iq  in  twenty  days,  and  vice  versa 
ir.  five.  .And  even  at  this  enlightened 
period  the  world,  that  man  xvho should 
imi  tT'  -'  •’  to  say  that  in  the  course  of 
fifty  years  the  navigation  of  the  atmos- 
phere <r.-ballooT*s  would  be  as  common 
and  familiar  as  the  navigation  of  the 
ocean  in  vessc'.s,  would  be  considered 
as  wild  and  visionary.  Yet  how  often 
nave  adventures  in  scientific  enterprise 
realised  projects  much  more  apparently 
visionary  and  impossible  ? Columbus  was 
told  by  the  court  of  Spain,  that  to  sail 
down  to  the  bottom  of  the  world  was 
practicable ; but  that  no  wind  however 
strong  could  possibly  impel  his  vessel 
up  again.  Propcsition  after  proposition 
was  made  by  Colutnbus  to  the  court  of 
Spain  to  aid  him  in  fitting  out  vessels  for 
his  voyage  of  discovery,  but  rejected  with 
a frigidity  of  repulsion  calculated  to 
wound  the  feelings  of  the  most  callous 
and  to  curb  the  ardor  of  the  most  enter- 
prising. .Although  the  entreaties  of  Co- 
Ininbus  were  in  a measure  disregarded 
by  Ferdinand,  king  of  Spain,  and  his 
proposa.s  rejected,  yet  fortunately  for 
freedom  and  for  man,  they  sunk  deep  into 
the  mild  and  magnanimous  bosom  of 
!iis  queen  Isabella.  The  cold-blooded 
calculating  policy  of  Ferdinand  took 
alarm  at  the  expense  of  the  expedition; 
but  his  queen  Isabella,  with  an  ardent 
generosity  characteristic  of  hersex,  prof- 
fered to  pawn  her  jewels  to  defray  that 
expense.  Whole  nations  and  empire 
.lave  been  sacrificed  to  enhance  the  splen 
dor  or  to  gratify  the  fancy  of  the  fair  , 
but  as  to  Isabella,  the  gaudy  splendor  of 
her  paraphernalia  dtvindled  into  notliing- 
ntss  when  contrasted  with  the  splendid 
lustre  of  the  enterprise  projected  by  Co 
lumbus,  and  perfected  by  her  imagina 
tion.  Tne  friends  of  John  Cabot  and 
.Americus  V'espucius  may  prate  and  call 
ihem  the  discoverers  cf  .America;  but 
to  Isabella  and  Columbus  let  the  sons 
and  daughtfi-s  of  Columbia  raise  their 
hosannas  of  honor  and  glorv. 

This  world  was  sad,  Columbia  was  a wild, 

Tlie  haunt  of  savages,  till  woman  smiled. 

Through  the  influence  and  interposi 
tion  of  Isabella,  Columbus  was  enabled 
to  set  sail  from  Pales,  in  Spain,  in  .Au- 
gust 1492,  with  three  caravcis  and  the 
Santa  Maria.  For  twenty  days  did  he 
pci-severe  in  traversing  an  unexplored 
ocean ; at  the  end  of  which  time  the 
stoutest  hearts  of  his  sturdy  crew  bcgai. 
to  faulter  with  fear,  and  mutiny  scowled 
with  a dark  and  threatening  aspect  on 
every  brow.  On  the  night  of  the 
1 Uh  of  October,  1492,  while  float 
ing  on  the  surface  of  an  unknown  deep, 
surrounded  with  malcontents,  and  in  mo- 
mentary expectation  of  being  plunged 
into  a watery  grave,  t'nc  desponding  spi- 
rits of  Columbus  were  reanimated  by  a 
glimmering  light  which  darted  upon  the 
crew  of  the  Santa  ^laria  from  the  island 
of  Gnanaha.  On  the  following  day,  the 
I 2tli  of  October,  1492,  the  day  we  celc 
brate,  Columbus  and  his  joyful  crew,  at 
sunrise  in  the  morning,  with  the  poinj) 
ind  parade  of  martial  music,  approached, 
kneeled,  and  kissed  the  shore  of  the  long- 
looked  for  land. 

It  would  be  needless  to  fatigue  your 


attention  witii  a further  recapitulation  of 
the  many  wise  and  noble  actions  of  Co- 
lumbus in  the  progress  of  his  discove- 
ries; they  are  faniiiiar  to  every  one. 
Yet,  to  the  shame  and  disgrace  of  human 
nature,  this  unparalleled  man,  after  all 
the  inestimable  blessings  he  conferred 
on  mankind  by  the  fertility  of  his  genius 
and  the  boldness  of  his  adventures,  was 
finally  doomed  to  feel  and  to  suffer  un- 
der the  mali'gnity,  the  envy,  and  the  de- 
pravity of  his  fellow-men.  ' Elevated  in 
the  temple  of  fame  by  his  own  meritori- 
ous efforts,  he  became  a cons;)icuous 
mark  for  the  poisonous  shafts  of  malevo- 
lence. Thus  we  find  that  no  age  or  na- 
tion is  free  from  those  pes'rilential  ver- 
min, wliich,  despairing  to  merit  the  plau- 
dits of  the  world,  endeavor  to  besmear 
the  fair  fame  of  the  good  and  the  great 
with  their  offensive  slime.  Even  the 
iininortai  Washington^J^TTiTlst  struggling 
to  unbind  the  chains  of  tyranny  whic!. 
had  enslaved  mankind  for  ages,  had  his 
secret  and  avowed  enemies  in  the  cabi- 
net and  the  field.  Wi.en  we  retrace  the 
niai'ch  of  time,  and  discover  that  only 
three  generations  have  sunk  into  the  si- 
lent tomb  since  the  discovery  of  America, 
and  only  two  generations  have  passed 
away  since  the  first  colony  was  planted 
at  Jamestown ; when  we  look  around  us 
and  see  the  extensive  country  which  the 
labor  of  man  has  rescued  from  tlic  gloom 
of  the  forest ; when  we  survey  the  vast 
continent  of  North  and  South  .America, 
and  see  how  many  millionsof  human  souis 
arc  enjoying  all  the  blessings  of  peace, 
plenty  and  independence,  how  can  we 
properly  appreciate  the  tribute  of  grati- 
tude wc  owe  to  Columbus  ? What  mor- 
tal, untouched  with  celestial  fire,  could 
have  foreseen  the  progress  which  man 
was  destined  to  make  in  tlie  new  world  ? 
That  genius  wliich  had  for  centuries 
slumbered  under  the  torpor  which  t!.e 
tyranny  of  Europe  had  imposed  upon  it, 
now  stimulated  by  the  objects  of  enter- 
prise uhich  every  where  displayed 
themselves,  burst  from  its  Boeotian  di  rk- 
ness,  and  soared  aloft,  free  as  the  air 
wliich  fanned  its  pinions.  Well  miglit 
the  -American  sage,  the  immortal  Frank- 
lin, feel  the  keenest  regret  when  he  was 
about  to  depart  from  the  terrestral  thea- 
tre, that  the  progress  of  improvement, 
the  march  of  genius  in  America,  would 
be  closed  iqion  him  forever.  Well 
might  he  wisii  to  revisit  his  country  at 
the  close  of  a century,  that  his  soui 
nii-ght  be  saluted  with  the  coiisuinination 
of  its  predictions  in  the  progress  of  im- 
provement. The  bards  of  other  yeais, 
in  their  poetic  fiction,  feigned  Promethe- 
us to  have  formed  man  of  clay,  and  t< 
have  breathed  life  into  him  with  fin 
stolen  from  .heaven.  For  this  prtsuinp- 
tibn  in  Prometheus, the  cloud  compelling 
Jupiter,  the  sire  of  gods,  directed  Mei- 
cury  to  chain  him  on  tne  top  of  mount 
Caucasus,  to  set  a vulture  'at  his  .iver. 
which  grew  as  fast  as  it  was  devoured. 

But  Franklin,  whose  genius  soared 
from  earth  to  heaven,  and  comiscated 
from  cloud  to  cloud,  as  playfully  as  thi 
electric  fluid  itself,  required  not  the  fo 
reign  aid  of  poetic  fiction  to  arrest  the 
lightning  in  its  course,  and  draw  it  down 
to  earth.  lieliold  the  Columbian  piiilo- 
sopher,  whilst  the  elements  were  in  a 
blaze,  and 

“ Above  the  sire  of  gods  Iiis  thunder  rolls, 

And  peals  on  peals  redoubled  rend  the  poles,*’ 

Behold  him  calmly  and  placidly  with 
bis  kite,  his  wire  and  Leyden  vial,  draw- 
ing down  the  lightning  from  heaven,  anc! 
unfolding  the  arcana  of  nature  to  an  ad- 
iniring  world. 

That  boldness  of  conception  in  Co- 
lumbus which  led  to  the  discovery  of 
the  new  world  seems  to  have  infused  it- 
self into  the  people  themselves,  whoai^ 
nurtured  by  its  soil.  The  world  nevei 
witnessed  such  advances  in  both  the  or- 
namental and  useful  arts  as  have  bcci 
made  in  .America  within  the  rerollcctici 
of  the  present  generation.  What  dis 
covery,  let  me  ask,  since  the  creation  ( f 
the  world  will  bear  a comparison  uit: 
the  discovery  of  elastic  ster.m,  both  as  t' 
the  wonderful  ingenuity  of  its  applicatioi. 
as  well  as  the  utility  of  its  ojicratior.s 
Not  only  has  the  commerce  of  the  nev. 
world  been  brought  to  our  doois  by  its 
power,  but  the  labor  and  toil  of  man  ha\  ^ 
been  abridged  beyond  the  most  sanguiiu 
calculation.  That  which  required  the 
united  labor  and  strength  of  tlioiisancis  t< 
efl'ccttiale,  can  now  be  effected  by  tlw 
application  of  machinery  and  elastic 
steam  under  the  superintendance  of  : 
single  man.  Although  the  principle  c. 
elastic  steam  may  not  have  been  disco 
vered  by  Uobert  Fitlton,  yet  to  Iiini  aia 
we  indebted  for  all  the  innumerable  bless 
ings  and  enjoyments  wl.ich  flew  from  its 
practical  operation.  Warriors  may  n 
count  the  many  bloody  deeds  they  liai 
achieved ; statesmen  may  boast  of  listci  - 
iug  senates  at  command  ; orators  iiiai 
congratulate  themselves  on  the  mam 
victories  which  they  have  obtained  ovei 
the  passions  and  the  prejudices  of  tlu 
multitude;  poets  may  prate  and  pcrc) 
themselves  like  peacocks  on  Parnassus  ■ 
btit  the  fame  of  Robort  Fulton  has  gi  n.- 
forth  to  the  ends  of  the  earth,  and  re- 
quires no  trumpet  to  proclaim  it  to  t!;t 
world.  Before  the  trumpet’s  sound  dies 
upon  the  ear,  his  majestic  boats,  gliding 
with  the  velocity  of  light  on  the  surfaci 
of  the  foaming  flood,  proclaim  to  every 
region  of the  earth  the  immortality  of  Ful- 
ton. Like  the  bright  luminary  of  hea- 
ven amid  the  twinkling  stars  around,  so 
in  the  galaxy  of  .American  bciiefactois 
the  name  of  Robert  Fulton  shall  suini 
with  undiminished  lustre,  until  the  stars 
shall  fade  away,  and  the  sun  biinself  grow 
dim  with  age. 


But,  I'.rcthrcn  of  the  Columbian  Order, 
it  is  not  enough  to  rest  satisfied  in  re- 
counting the  deeds  of  our  predecessors, 
and  congratulating  oursaives  on  their 
■exertions  in  guarding  and  ailvancing  the 
prosperity  of  Columbia.  Let  us  look 
forward  into  futurity,  and  learning  wis- 
dom from  past  events,  let  us  view  the 
high  destinies  of  the  .-Vincrican  republic. 
To  pourtray  before  you  in  tlieir  prep,  r 
colors,  the  wonderful  discoveries  i;i  eve- 
ry branch  of  science  since  the  discovery 
of  .America,  would  require  more  time 
than  the  present  occasion  affords,  and 
more  talent  than  I possess.  Thus  far 
Columbia  has  progressed  in  the  scale  of 
nations  with  unc.xampled  prosperity. 
Not  only  has  she  grown  wealthy  and  in- 
dependent, but  in  her  bosom  the  virtues 
have  found  a genial  soil.  For  a long 
time  previous  to  tlie  late  war,  and  during 
the  memorable  period  of  remonstrance 
and  negotiation,  the  friends  of  liberty 
trembled  for  the  valor  and  the  virtue  of 
America.  It  was  apprehended  that  ava- 
rice had  entwined  its  serpentine  coils 
around  the  hearts  of  the  .Americans,  and 
that  the  cardinal  virtues  wei-e  languish- 
ing under  its  deleterious  influence.  But 
that  remonstrance  agai  ,st  outrage  and 
iiij  'Stice,  like  the  distant  rumbling  of  an 
approaching  storm,  was  only  the  ncces- 
s iry  precursor  of  vengeance,  devastation 
and  death.  And  altnougli  the  inevitable 
calamities  attending  international  warbu  c 
a e always  to  be  deplored,  yet  the  fiery 
furnace  through  which  the  nation  has 
passed,  tended  to  separate  the  pure  me- 
tal from  the  dross,  and  purge  tlie  political 
itmcsphere  cf  many  noxious  ingrcclicnts. 
riius  having  tstablisiied  a reputation 
tliroughout  the  world  for  justice,  for 
bravery  and  virtue,  it  becomes  the  sons 
of  Columbia  to  pursue  tliat  course  i.ere- 
after  wliich  will  preclude  the  necessity  of 
future  conflicts  wit.i  foreign  nations,  and 
promote  our  liappincss  at  home  : and  if 
it  be  not  a deviation  from  the  considei'a- 
tions  connected  with  the  day  wc  celebrate, 
permit  me  to  say  that  the  encouragement 
of  domestic  manufactures  and  internal 
commerce  is  highly  calculated  to  pro- 
mote an  object  so  desirable. 

When  we  take  into  consideration  the 
present  and  future  prospects  of  the 
■American  people,  and  particularly  of  the 
Western  states,  we  have  no  hesitation  in 
saying  that  the  encouragement  of  domes- 
tic manufactures  will  tend  directly  to  the 
promotion  ofpeac*',  plenty  and  happiness 
at  home,  and  cirablc  us  to  wage  more 
Successful  wars  in  the  defence  cf  our 
country. 

There  are  four  cardinal  principles  to 
he  regarded  in  the  policy  pursued  by 
every  nation  of  people ; t..^  v it,  the  bc.st 
mode  of  sect! ring  filenty  of  Jirovisiona, 
of  clothing,  of  habitation,  and  means  of 
d.f-nce  agaii  St  invading  foes.  In  tlie 
earlierprrioils  of  American  history,  it  is 
not  surpi'is'iig  that  agriciiltitre  constitut- 
ed the  i>rintipal  piiisuit  of  our  forefa- 
thers. Tlie  western  population  was  in 
enihryo ; the  intircotiise  tiitli  Great 
Britain  was  direct,  natural,  and  iirotected 
by  her.  The  mcaiisof  s’lbsistencedrawn 
from  the  euitivaticu  ol  the  soil  required 
no  art  nor  caj'ital  more  than  man’s  phy- 
sical force  afforded.  The  exchange  of 
commodities  with  England  was  iacilc, 
profitable,  and  at  thesame  time  s-jpplied 
in  abundance  ti'.e  necessary  articles  lor 
clothing  as  well  as  luxury.  But  the 
-American  population  progri  ssed  beyond 
the  example  of  any  otlicr  ct.imtry.  In 
less  than  three  ceiitu lies  the  inlant  colo- 
iiit  s acquirt  d the  stve’ngth  of  manhtiod, 
put  iorth  their  power,  and  exhibited  to 
an  a])plauding  world  a free,  independent 
and  icp  ’blican  government.  Tiic  rea 
sons  and  the  causes  which  operated  in 
confining  the  attci.tion  of  the  colonics  to 
agrieuiture  alone,  ceased  with  the  decla- 
i alien  of  independence.  Freni  the  mo- 
iiiiiit  wc  assumed  the  attitude  of  free- 
ilcni  and  independence  as  a nation,  ficm 
that  nienieut  our  policy  and  iiucri St  dic- 
tated that  course  which  would  most  cf- 
fectnally  relieve  us  from  dependence  on 
England  or  any  otifer  foreign  power.  It 
is  very  true,  that  by  agi  iciillure  ant!  com- 
merce we  I'.avc  been  grow  ing  rich  as  a 
nation,  and  will  still  continue  to  grow 
ricber  ; but,  at  the  same  time  that  the 
ti  tith  of  the  pesition  is  aclmittcd,  it  is 
contended  tliatagrieu  tiire, manufactures 
; lid  commerce,  hand  in  h.and,  would  give 
an  addilienal  spiing  to  the  iiidiisiry, 
w eallh  and  security  of  tlie  nation,  beyond 
tiie  most  sanguine  calculation  of  the 
.lieiids  to  domestic  manufactures. 

I am  well  aware  of  the  tl. read-worn 
doctrine,  that  the  Aniciican  nation 
is  not  yet  ripe  for  niai.nfacturing ; 
tiiat  the  goods  of  foreign  nations,  both 
coittn  and  woollen,  can  be  imported  and 
sold  at  lower  prices  than  the  Amerii  an 
maniifacti  fer  can  possibly  efft  rd  to  sell 
it;  and  tiiat  neither  associations  nor  go- 
vernmeiKs  should  take  upon  then.sehes 
‘o  direct  the  current  of  indie idual  inter- 
est, \vl  ich,  it 's  said,  will  alw  ais  find  out 
I'.c  most  i.rofitahle  channels  lot  the  use 
if  capital.  In  answer,  it  may  be  con- 
ieiided,  that  however  true  the  above  po- 
sitions migiit  be  at  other  times,  and  under 
iffi  rent  circuirist- in  es,  at  the  ptNsent 
lime,  and  under  existing  circumstances, 
t tie v are  hy  no  means  Ictiable.  In  the  first 
place,  we  are  ripe  for  mamifacluriiig ; 
s-.'i  oiidiy,  sound  policy,  the  exanijiio 
of  oti.er  countries,  and  the  maxim  among 
nations  of  doing  mito  otheis  as  tiiey  bo 
unto  t.s,  command  us  to  extend  to  tlio 
inanufaetnrer  governmental  aid.  And 
'vheii  we  do  so,  and  tiiys  place  our  nir- 
mifactiirers  or.  equal  ground  with  foreign 
nianufat  tun  rs,  we  will  find  that  Ame- 
rican w'oolier.s  and  cotton  wiil  be  sold  at 
lower  prices  tliati  foreign  fabrics. 


'tf  al!  tf»c  c:ov.  rnmcnts  on  the  globe 
one  ■<  vd  would  agree  to  suffer 
-<tmmerc;'  to  regulate  itself,  , -without 
any  irovi  . :..'.ntal  interference  wiiatever, 
Ansefi  i ])oiiey  would  say,  let  dontes- 
t.  - laiiufaeitirc  inuintai.i  itself.  And 
5 e permit  me  to  say,  that  if  foreign 
jimiiufacturing  countries  had  never  dc- 
ri'fcj  aid  from  their  respective  govern- 
ments, America  would  at  this  day  have 
stipplied  her  home  market,  and  have  en- 
tered into  successful  competition  ndth 
other  nations.  Viewing  tilings  then  as 
they  arc,  and  the  practice  of  foreign  go- 
veriiinents,  as  it  is  independent  of  theo- 
retic castles,  and  why  shall  not  our 
government  encourage  manufactures  ? 
Do  we  wish  to  extend  the  market  for  the 
products  of  our  soil,  and  render  it  more 
uniform  ? Then  let  us  encourage  manu- 
factures. Do  we  wish  as  a nation  to  be 
prcp.ared  at  all  points  for  independence 
in  peace  and  war,  and  to  place  at  defiance 
tl-.e  current  of  foreign  corruption  ? Then 
Jet  us  encourage  manufactures.  But  it 
will  be  said,  how  can  the  market  for  the 
consumption  (f  our  crude  produce  be 
enlarged  by  the  encouragement  of  do- 
rm sic  manufactures?  A moment’s  rc- 
fljction  on  tiic  elementary  principles  of 
commerce  will  afljgptl  the  solution.  Eve- 
ry man  of  reflection  wiii  admit  that  tliere 
are  three  primary  and  uniform  sources 
of  wealth  in  every  country,  the  wages 
of  labor,  the  profits  of  stock,  and 
the  rent  of  land.  \Vhatevcr  most  efli- 
cientiy  puts  into  action  the  labor  of  any 
country  tends  to  promote  its  wealth  and 
prosperity.  It  is  very  evident  that  if  we 
view  the  whole  world,  for  example,  as 
one  society,  laboring  for  its  common 
support  and  convenience,  more  of  its  at- 
tention will  he  employed  in  prcjiaring 
necessary  wearing  apparel  than  in  the 
cultivation  of  the  s lil  to  procure  the 
incaiis  of  subsistence.  Thousands  and 
ten  thousands  of  human  souls  are  sup- 
ported in  Europe,  and  in  England  espe- 
.cially,  from  the  sale  of  their  manufac- 
tures in  America.  More  than  the  ha.f 
of  the  aggregate  proceeds  of  American 
labor  goes  to  the  support  of  transatlantic 
beings,  who  in  return  for  our  provisions 
furnish  us  witii  such  nranufactured  arti- 
cles as  convenience  orneccssity  requires. 
It  is  to  the  manufacturing  class  of  so- 
ciety that  the  agricultural  make  sale  of: 
their  svirplus  produce  ; and  inasmuch  as 
in  .America  but  a small  portionof  socie- 
ty are  engaged  in  manufacturing,  when 
compared  w ith  tliose  employed  in  agri- 
culture, it  follows  as  a necessary  cer- 
tainty that  we  arc  dcpendeiit  in  a very 
great  degree  on  a foreign  market  for 
1 1C  sale  of  our  pi-oduce.  That  foreign 
market,  too,  is  as  fluctuating  and  uncer- 
tain as  the  seasons  of  the  year  and  the 
caprice  of  crowned  heads.  Every  man 
tvho  hag  paid  .any  attention  to  the  course 
of  trade,  must  know  that  manufacturing 
countries  in  good  seasons  often  raise 
their  own  provisions,  and  are  at  no  time 
solely  dependent  on  America  for  provi- 
sious  and  raw  materials.  Before,  and 
more  particularly  since  the  discovery  of 
America,  CTreat  Britain,  as  well  as  many 
other  manufacturing  countries,  have 
dr  um  abundant  supplies  of  provisions 
and  r.iw  materials  from  other  parts  of  the 
World,  besides  North  America.  Hence 
it  loliOws  tiiat  aitliougli  tliesaic  of  goods 
in  America  is  to  Great  Britain  a very 
fruitful  source  of  wealth,  yet  is  slic  bi- 
no  means  dependent  ou  iIs,  either  for 
provisions  or  raw  materials  for  her  fac- 
tories.. li,  then,  from  the  very  nature  of 
man,  and  his  various  wants,  a very  large 
portion  of  us  must  at  all  times  and  in  all 
countries  be  employed  in  manufacturing 
f <r  the  balance,  why,  let  me  ask,  shall 
we  employ  and  feed  men  .across  the  At- 
lantic ocean,  at  the  distance  of  three 
thousand  miles,  to  manufacture  for  i s, 
when  there  are  thousands  of  needy 
men,  women  and  children,  wlio  cry 
aloud  f.ir  help,  at  home.  AVhen  during 
the*  late  war  ivith  England,  m'c  were  cut 
off  from  the  usual  supplies  of  British 
goods,  privations  were  felt,  and  greater 
expected ; embarrassment  and  difficul- 
ties threatened  the  government  from 
every  quarter.  Wiio  were  they,  that  at 
this  crisis,  with  a dariug  enterprise,  en- 
g-'g-id  their  capitals  in  the  erection  of 
factories  ? They  were  the  very  men,  who, 
having  aided  the  government  in  time  of 
i’S  need,  have  no-.v  a claim  on  our  grati- 
tude and  protection,  w;iich  no  magnani- 
mous nation  will  ever  withhold,  liut  we 
are  met  at  the  threshold  with  an  objec- 
tion, supposed  to  be  a huge  one  indeed, 
that  any  aid  afforded  by  government 
to  the  manufacturer  svill  be  at  the 
t'xi>cnse  of  agriculture.  Mow  at  the  ex- 
pense of  agriculture  ? If  by  timely  aid 
and  encouragement  we  keep  alive  those 
inestimable  factories  which  sprang  into 
existence  during  the  late  war,  and  thus 
ercate  and  protect  a branch  of  business 
j-i  which  the  labor  of  thousands  and  ten 
thoitsands  can  be  profitably  employed 
in  manufacturing  goods,  which  we  now 
i:nport  from  foreign  rountrics,  s-.ircly  wc 
avil!  by  so  doing  raise  up  at  home  a class 
in  society,  who  in  all  countries  arc  the 
consumers  of  the  surplus  produce  of 
agriculture.  Near-siglrted  indeed  must 
that  man  be  who  avould  not  contribute  his 
riincpence  in  establisl.ing  a market  for 
the  sale  of  his  surplus  produce,  which 
avould  return  Ids  ninepcnref.vo  fold,  and; 
secure  to  him  a permanent  market.  Ex-' 
pcrience  has  taught  us  that  the  market  j 
for  oiir  surplus  produce  is  always  vary-i 
ing  with  the  whim  and  capiiccs  of  Euro-' 
pcan  governments,  in  imposing  restraintsi 
and  restrictions  on  commerce.  It  is  to' 
the  manufacturing  world  principally  that] 
wc  make  s'ale  ol  our  surplus  produce, | 
and  with  wliom  alone  the  exchange  is- 
v.iluablc.  If,  then,  by  the  interchange^ 
of  commodities,  the  foundation  of  ail! 
trade,  we  put  into  action  much  of  the 
Jabor  of  foreign  countries,  we  contribute 
just  that  much  to  the  wealth  of  those 
countries.  .Surely  then  it  must  he  ob- 
Tious  that  tnis  interchange  of  commodi- 


ties in  our  ofen  esunffy  'ifoUld  put  into 
action  the  same  labor  at  home,  and  just 
in  proportion  to  the  nnir.bcr  of  human 
beings  which  this  employment  would 
support,  in  the  same,  proportion  would 
our  rountry  be  enriched.  Not  only 
would  domestic  m-imifactures  give  em- 
ploy .ment  to  thousands  of  our  own  popu- 
lation, now  too  poor  and  too  feeble  to 
eitter  into  agricultural  pursuits  to  ad- 
vantage ; but  would  induce  all  that  por- 
tion of  transatlanlii?  population  whose 
h.abits,  manners  and  customs  have  be- 
come interwoven  with  manufacturing 
iv.irsnits,  to  emigrate  to  .America.  Thus 
would  wc  hold  out  a powerful  ])cr- 
suasivc  influence  to  the  citizens  of  ad 
nations  to  seek  refuge  from  oppression 
and  starvation,  in  the  factories  of  Ame- 
rica, whose  rapidly  increasing  population, 
extensiveness  and  fertility  of  territory, 
would  ensure,  a constant  market  for  the 
products  of  those  factories ; which,  in 
their  turn,  would  consume  the  greater 
part  of  their  surplus  prcKluce.  Look, 
for  instance,  to  the  late  accounts  given 
us  of  the  emigrants  to  .America  in  the 
course  of  one  week,  amounting  to  up- 
wards of  two  thousand.  This  too  at  a 
time  when  our  lactories  are  almost  in  a 
state  of  despondency  from  the  great  in- 
flux and  sacrifices  of  British  goods.  If 
then  at  a time  when  the  prospects  of  the 
artisans  in  .America  are  gloomy,  such 
immense  numbers  are  flocking  to  Ame- 
rica from  Europe,  may  wc  not  with  a 
degree  of  certainty  calculate  on  a much 
greater  proportion  of  emigrants  avhcii- 
ever  our  government  will  give  such  pro- 
tection to  the  enterprise  of  our  manufac- 
turers as  her  interest  and  the  usages  of 
other  countries  demand.  It  is  impossi- 
ble that  any  man  who  has  marked  the 
progress  of  the  English  government, 
and  their  policy  in  protecting  and  aiding 
their  manufacturers,  can  for  a moment 
hesitate  to  say,  that  it  is  the  duty  as  well 
as  policy  of  the  American  government 
to  adopt  countervailing  measures.— 
Whilst  our  theoretic  and  luke-warin 
politicians  are  preaching  the  doctrine  of 
letting  trade  regulate  itself,  and  that  fac- 
tories will  grow  up  whenever  private 
interest  and  the  nature  of  things  avill 
dictate  and  justify  their  growth  in  Ame- 
rica, the  British  government  are  taking 
steps  which  will  forever  preclude  usj 
from  a successful  competition.  As,  for 
example,  an  enterprising  individual  at- 
tempts to  establish  a avoollen  or  cotton 
factory  in  .America — Briiish  agents,  avho 
arc  constantly  among  us,  and  on  the 
alert,  mark  the  progress  of  the  factory, 
and  give  regular  information  to  their 
mastei-s  at  home.  If  the  .American  ma- 
nufacturer cxliibits  in  market  any  given 
specimen  of  woollen  or  cotton  goods, 
which  avill  hear  a successful  competition 
with  the  same  kind  of  British  goods,  what 
is  the  consequence  ? The  British  manu- 
facturers, upon  receiving  a true  account 
of  the  rivalry  avhich  that  kind  of  goods 
will  probably  meet  from  .American  fac- 
tories, immediately  combine  and  throw 
into  the  American  market  large  qaian- 
tities  of  such  goods,  avith  express  direc- 
tions to  undersell  in  any  event  the  Ame- 
rican fabrics.  Can  any  man  with  his 
eyes  open  doubt  for  a moment  that  such 
has  frequently  been  the  fact,  not  only 
with  regard  to  other  countries,  and  in 
former  days,  but  that  such  is  at  this  mo- 
ment the  policy  pursued  by  the  British 
government  towards  .Aine-rica  ? The 
government  of  England,  conscious  that 
her  existence  as  a nation  essentially  de- 
pends on  monopolising  the  markets  for 
her  m.anufactures,  never  hesitates  in  co- 
operating with  her  manufacturers  in 
suppressing  and  strangling  in  their  in- 
cipient stage*  the  factories  of  all  other 
nations.  Remember  the  base  attempt 
made  to  injure  the  highly  merited  cele- 
brity of  colonel  Humphreys’s  woollen  fac- 
tory in  Connecticut,  by  shipping  to 
.America  a cargo  in  imitation  of  a certain 
species  of  goods  manufactured  and  sold 
with'  success  by  that  establishment.  The 
goods  sent  out  from  England  avere  of 
the  most  flimsy  and  unsound  texture  ; 
yet  dressed  well,  and  being  marked 
flumfihreyvilley  were  highly  calculated 
to  pass  for  the  production  of  tiiat  factory. 
Thus  the  English  intended  by  this  unfair, 
base  and  clandestine  stratagem  to  aim  a 
vital  stab  at  the  reputation,  well  deserv- 
ed, ofcolonel  Ilumphreys’smanufacturc. 
But  wc  may  as  a nation  tiiank  our  pro- 
pitious stars  that  tiiat  factory,  as  well  as 
a few  othere,  arc  in  successful  operation, 
in  despite  of  all  the  dilBcultics  and  em- 
barrassnienls  thrown  in  their  avay.  And 
it  is  believed  that  our  government,  if 
not  already,  will  before  long  be  convinc- 
ed that  the  avar  of  woollen  and  cotton 
fabrics  no'v  waged  between  England  and 
-America,  is  fraught  avith  the  most  deci- 
sive and  fatal  consequences  to  the  one  or 
the  other.  Such  are  our  convictions  on 
this  subject,  that  ave  do  not  hesitate  to 
say  that  the  entire  exclusion  of  British 
woollen  and  cotton  goods  from  .American 
markets  avoiild  iiiflict  a more  deadly  blow 
to  their  pros;)crity  and  power  as  a nation 
than  all  tnc  sound  drubbings  they  have 
received,  and  may  again  rcceia-e,  from 
the  American  arms.  Great  Britain  is 
empliatically  a manufacturing  nation. 
From  that  source  she  derives  her  wealth, 
the  sinews  of  power  as  a n.ation.  Take 
away  that  power,  and  the  Lion  crouches. 

i he  Ncw-England  tars  have  proved 
to  the  world,  that  in  the  science  of  man- 
slaughter, when  their  country’s  rights 
arc  ascsailcd,  they  are  at  least  fully  as 
skilful  as  the  inhabitants  of  the  fast -an- 
chored isle  ; and  it  does  not  reqaiire  the 
forecast  of  a prophet  to  predict  that  in 
the  science  of  manufacturing,  the  Ncw- 
England  people  are  dilKincd  to  become 
the  successful  competitors  of  the  British 
nation-  Neav-England  now  assumes 
avith  regard  to  the  residue  of  America, 
the  attitude  which  Old  England  has  here- 
tofore occupied  avith  regard  to  ail  yVine- 
meriea.  The  popjlation  of  Ncav-Eng- 
land  has  become  dense  ; her  soil  in  sonic 
inieasurc  avorn  out ; Uic  arts  and  sciences 


have  progressed  ton  great  extent : benrt 
it  results  that  Neav-England  can  avith 
advantage  to  hcr.self,  and  to  the  south- 
ern countries,  enter  into  the  vigoroais 
prosecution  of  the  art  of  manufacturing. 
Nature  and  the  natural  roui’sc  of  trade 
I have  pointed  out  tlic  northern  and  avest- 
lern  states,  as  best  calculated  to  become 
ithe  manufacturers  for  North  and  South 
I. America,  as  avcll  as  the  Mexican  coun- 
itry.  The  numerous  avatci -falls;  the  sa- 
llubrity  of  the  climate;  the  density  of 
I population;  the  cheapness  of  living; 
the  security  arising  from  her  local  po- 
sition against  invading  armies  in  time  of 
avar,  designate  Kentucky  as  prc-cmi- 
uently  calculated  to  manufacture  the 
cotton  of  the  south  and  t!ie  wool  of  her 
own  sheep,  and  that  of  the  middle  states. 
Nothing  is  more  futile  and  silly  tlian  to 
contend,  as  some,  noisy  politicians  have 
done,  that  there  is  a dissimliarity  of  in- 
terests between  the  nortliern,  avestern 
and  southern  states.  It  is  true  there  is 
a dissimilarity  of  pursuit ; and  that  is  the 
the  reason  avhy  they  are  so  closely  united 
in  interest.  Not  only  the  northern  and 
southern  stales  of  America  are  busily 
laboring  for  the  convenience  of  each 
other;  but  the  labor,  ingenuity,  and  art! 
of  the  avhoie  avorld  of  man,  terminate 
in  the  same  result. 

The  states  of  Georgia,  Mississippi, 
Louisiana,  the  Car..'iiii.as,  anti  Alabami 
territory,  are  profitably  engaged  in  rais- 
ing cotton  ; in  exchange  for  which,  and 
their  sugar,  the  avestern,  middle,  an  1 
northern  states  can  supply  them  avith 
every  tiling  avhich  relieves  their  neces- 
sities, or  contributes  to  their  convenience 
and  luxury.  Thus,  by  an  internal  ex- 
change of  commodities,  peculiar  to  their 
respective  soi-s  and  climates,  the  uorth- 
ena  and  southern  sections  of  .A ni erica 
mutually  contribute  to  the  support  au  l 
prosperity  of  her  citizens. 

If  wc  avant  examples  of  othtr  coun- 
tries avhich  have  attaine  1 to  av -alth  and 
celebrity  by  internal  commeixc,  look  to 
Egypt  and  to  China;  avidcl.,  by  intern.d 
commerce,  in  oxcbangiiyg  the  comm  )- 
dities  of  m.amifacture  and  agriculture, 
sup])ort  a population  almost  iucredibic 
to  relate. 

It  is  a fact,  too,  here  avorthy  of  notice,' 
that  a merely  agricultural  country  al-, 
aa'ays  runs  the  risk  of  having  the  bal  ance  | 
of  trade  against  her ; avheroas  a country  i 
avhero  agriculture  and  manufactures  go] 
hand  in  hand,  runs  no  such  risk,  butavilE 
uniformly  have  a large  balance  in  her  | 
favor.  I 

Before  the  invention  of,  and  imDrovc-l 
meiits  in  labor-saving  unciiinery,  tiiej 
objections  against  nn.i  ifactu  ing  i.i 
America,  founded  on  the  scarcity  of. 
hands,  and  the  dearness  of  labor,  avere  | 
entitled  to  soma  c-a.asi  Icratio  i.  B it, 


surely,  no  person  will  now  s ■nous.y  con-  j 
tend  th.at  the  ohi.;ction  has  auv  applica-| 
tion.  By  t.ic  poaver  of  slea;u  'fJ  water,' 
appli.'d  to  machinery,  the  same  result  is 
produced  avitu  tiie  attemian  o.'  a few, 
hands,  oadiic.h  in  former  days  required ! 
the  unite  '.  cx-nioos  of  a great  m uiy  to, 
effect.  But  admitting,  for  the  sake  of^ 
argument,  that  .ve  had  ma.ic  no  a.'- 
aiices  in  improvi.ig  machinery  for  suin-; 
ning  cotton  and  avool,  ave  iiiqo.re  avnc-' 
ther  the  cheapness  <,f  living  in  .America 
oa'ould  not  fully  counterh  ilau^c  tue  cheap- ; 
ness  of  labor  in  Engtun  1 ? ' 

AVe  cannot  chsa  t.iis  interesting] 
subject  avith  satisfaction,  vvit  ,out  noli- 1 
cing  the  pcculiir  id-aitigcs  wnic  i tie 
American  states,  and  particularly  Ken- 
tucky, enjoy  i i the  nnnufa  turc  of  ivooi-j 
len  goods.  Every  man  of  re!lecti,an  must 
knoav  that  three-fourths  of  the  civilized 
world,  for  three-fourths  of  the  year,  avear 
woollen  goods ; and  must  kn  nv  t.iat  one- 
half  the  labor  of  nvm  goes  to  pj.xinsa 
his  clothing,  and  one-half  his  sust  jnancc. 
Hence  it  fbllo.vs  that  liiuse  people  w.io 
have  in  their  posse.ssion  av  ,oi  and  avool- 
Ica  goods,  have  that  avhich  tiicir  neigh- 
bors must  purchase  as  regularly  as  the 
alterations  of  the  seasons.  Whatever 
revolutions  may  take  place,  the  opera- 
tion of  eating  and  avearing  must  go  on. 
If,  then,  avoollen  goods  arc  articles  of 
necessity,  and  ave  can  manufacture  tlicni 
in  Kentucky  to  greater  advantage 
tliaii  they  can  be  niiiuifacturcd  in  any 
other  region  of  the  known  world,  surely 
the  people  of  Kentucky  avill  not  hesi- 
tate to  lend  a helping  hand  to  the  laud- 
able efforts  noav  making  to  establish 
among  us  such  an  invaluable  branch  of 
business. 

For  a long  series  of  years  Great  Bri- 
tain, France  and  Spain  monopolised 
measurably  the  fine  avool  of  the  /world, 
and  consequently  the  s-ale  of  fine  cloths, 
until  by  the  enterprise  of  a few  Ameri- 
can citizens,  and  the  avar  avhich  devas- 
tated Spain,  the  Merino  breed  of  sheep 
avere  introdured  into  America.  Tiie 
test  of  experience  has  proved  that  the 
■Merino  sheep,  and  their  avool,  are  equal 
in  quality,  and  succeed  as  avell  in  .Ame- 
rica as  in  .Spain.  The  cheapness  of  our 
lands,  and  the  vast  extent  of  our  terri- 
tory, lurnisii  us  avith  more  pasture  for 
sheep  than  can  be  found  in  any  part  of 
the  European  world.  In  Europe,  for 
the  purpose  of  feeding  their  crouded 
population,  they  are  compelled  to  cul- 
lia  atc  every  acre  of  arable  laud.  Hence 
it  follows  that  the  European  people  can 
not  afford  to  groav  and  sell  avool  on  as 
good  terms  as  ave  can  in  America.  Al- 
though in  England  a very  large  quantity 
of  avool  is  produced,  considering  the 
dearness  of  their  lands,  and  its  limited 
extent ; yet  their  manufacturei-s  are  un- 
der the  necessity  of  purchasing  the 
greater  part  of  their  fine  wool  in  foreign 
countries,  and  particularly  in  Spain,  al 
a high  price.  The  manufaaturer  in 
England,  in  addition  to  this  high  price, 
pays  a duty  on  the  exportation  of  avool, 
and  tlic  freight  to  England  ; there  he, 
pays  a duty  on  tl.c  imiiortation,  as  avcll 
as  the  profits  to  the  wnolcsale  and  retail 
mercliP.nts:  after  the  ai’afpl  is  manufac- 
tured into  cloth,  it  goes  into  the  hands  of 
the  wholesale  nierchaiu.s',  avho,  avhen 


about  to  ship  it  to  AmeiTca  for  sale, 
place  ou  it  their  profit,  the  duty  again  on 
exportation,  the  freight  to  America,  and 
the  duty  on  its  importation  into  Aineric?.. 
The  American  avholesale  and  retail 
merchants  must  in  addition  to  all  have 
their  profits  : so  that  ave  may  at  a njo- 
dcratc  calculation,  say  that  E.nglish  fine 
cloth,  in  the  avliolc  routine  of  its  course, 
gathers  to  itself  at  least  one  hundred  per 
cent,  more  than  American  fine  cloth, 
avhen  offered  for  sale.  The  American 
manufacturer  not  only  pure  has  s as  fi.ie 
avool  at  his  door  as  the  avorld  can  afford, 
but  al  lower  prices.  He  sells  the  cloth 
j again  at  his  door ; and  it  comes  into  the 
]thc  hands  of  the  consumer  free  from  a.i 
1 those  charges  of  freight,  duty. and  nier- 
]cantils  profit.  From  this  state  of  fact, 
it  must  be  evident  that  the  American 
I manufacturer  enjoys  an  advantage  over 
[the  English  manufacturer  in  the  Amc*- 
[rican  market,  oahich  ensures  finally  a 
successful  issue. 

If,  i.i  addition  to  this  advantage,  avhich 
nature  has  given  the  American  states  at 
large,  she  lies  given  to  Kentucky  as 
great  advantages  over  the  old  sta'es,  as 
the  old  states  have  over  Europe  in  lais- 
I ing  sheep,  surely  ave  may  say  avith  much 
propriety  tiist  it  is  our  interest  to  manu- 
fx;t;irc.  W-iu  that  has  travelled  through 
Kentucka,  m . the  e.on'iguous  states  and 
tenitori.  s,  and  seen  t v intermixture  of 
nra'.rc  land  ai.d  -i.iibcr,  rich  and  poor 
togeth-r,  avith  tnc  luxnr.uice  and  diver- 
sity of  e rassos,  avouni  not  exci.;im  that 
n.atnvi  intended  the  av.  stern  stales  lor  a 
g ■ iziog  coi  nt.y  ? It  nrs  been  the  prac 
lice  of  all  countries,  ami  tlieir  interest, 
avhere  it  could  lie  'icco.ni/ds’icd,  to  locate 
their  factori' s i.i  the  aiciiiity  of  tl-c  raav 
.latirial.  The  inland  situation  of  Lex- 
i ..gtou  ; the  density  of  popuiation  around 
it ; the  progress  it  has  made  in  the  va- 
,ri  )us  ars  comic'rtecl  avith  manufactures; 
tiie  power  of  its  monied  capital  ; and, 
above  all,  the  contiguity  and  vast  extent 
of  a muitiplici.y  of  manufacturing  csta- 
jblishniems  already  in  operation,  point 
iicr  out  as  .a  inaiiuiacfuring  toavii  for  the 
I western  country.  Tite  far  foi  ies  for  cot- 
ton and  wool  noav  in  operation  in  Lexing- 
ton and  its  vi''iiiity,  if  they  meet  avith 
ordinary  encouragement  in  the  sile  of 
tiicir  goods,  oauil  yield  to  the  citizens  of 
Kentnekv,  avlieii  those  difficulties  are 
s umnunted  avhich  attend  new  enter- 
prises, lasting  and  a-aluable  advantages, 
not  oniy  in  the  sale  of  their  wool,  but  in 
the  purchase  of  clothing,  on  the  most 
convenient  and  loavest  terms. 

It  noav  remains  to  say  a fcav  things  as 
to  the  best  mode  of  encouraging  domes- 
tic inamifartures.  It  has  been  the  prac- 
tice in  England  and  many  other  couii 
tries,  to  foster  and  cherish  their  infant 
manufocturcs  avith  the  most  assiduous 
attemioti.  Not  only  has  Great  Britain 
eiicoumged  by  bounties,  premiums, 
drawbacks,  Sec.  but  the  exportation  of 
vool  a-/as  al  one  tinis  made  felony,  puii- 
is.ia!.'-e  ii'’st  by  whin;)  ug,  i.i  tiie  pillory, 
cutting  off  the  Ic't  .laiid,  and  finally  by 
death.  At  awtiier  tinu,  by  the  laavs  of 
England,  the  d .ad  were  to  be  buried  i.i 
woollen  : and  any  )n.iii  found  carrying 
avool  ;Lr  traffi  vit  iLn  fiffeeii  niiios  of  the 
CO  .st,  av  .'S  pnnisiiable  by  fine  and  impri- 
sonment. Docs  t .is  s eni  like  peniiitling 
trade  to  rogmitc  i.seif  ? Does  it  Jiot 
prove  iiicontrovcrtibiy  tiiat  the  Britis!) 
government  guard  the  avoollen  business 
IS  t aey  avould  the  apple  of  tlieir  eye  ? 
Vs  to  the  use  of  foreign  fabrics  in  pre- 
ference to  tlieir  oavn,  such  an  idea  never 
entered  into  tie  head  of  an  Flnglisiiman. 
So  great  a knave  or  fool  would  lie  have 
been  coiisi:lcred  aviio  siould  ha^e  been 
caugi'.t  avith  foreign  manufacture  on  his 
back,  that  either  the  pillory  or  the  mad- 
iioi's  : avould  have  been  aoa  arded  him. 

Tiicii  let  us  put  the  question  home  to 
ourselves — Shall  ave,  avho  boast  of  our 
independence,  and  avho  have  lost  our 
ilcarest  rclativ,,s  and  friends  in  the  san- 
guinary and  savage  ovarfare,  avaged 
against  us  by  tlic  British  govtr.imeiit, 
turn  round  the  very  moment  they  avith- 
liold  the  scourge,  and  exert  every 
nerve,  expend  the  last  hard-earned  nine- 
jiciice  in  purchasiiig  their  fabrics  in  pre- 
ference to  our  o'.vn?  For  every  shilling 
expended  in  purchasing  Eiigiisu  goods,  is 
just  so  much  contributed  to  the  support 
of  British  subjects.  But  it  is  said  that 
they  take  in  exchange  our  produce,  and 
thus  contribute  to  our  support:  but,  let 
me  ask,  hoav  much  do  they  take  ? Eve- 
ry farmer  can  answer  the  question,  avhen 
he  reflects  that  scarcely  one  season  in 
ten  can  he  get  sale  at  a iving  price  for 
the  half  of  Ills  produce.  He  can  ansaver 
it  when  he  comes  to  settle  avith  his  mer- 
chant : he  finds,  avhen  the  account  is 
Settled,  a large  balance  to  be  paid  in 
cash  to  his  merchant ; avliilst  the  delud- 
ed farmer  feeds  his  imagination  avith 
day-dreams  of  high  prices,  aviiicli  he  ne- 
ver gets,  and  good  times,  avhich  never 
come — and,  take  a friend’s  avord  for  it, 
never  avill  come,  until  the  use  of  foreign 
goods  is  abandoned.  The  British  go- 
vernment vend  in  .America  an  amount 
of  goods  double  at  Ic.ast  in  value  to  the 
American  produce  avhicii  they  purch.asc. 
Hence  it  is  that  avhen  the  account  is  set- 
tled betavecii  the  goveninicnts  at  the 
year’s  end,  there  is  alavays  a large  ba- 
lance in  favor  of  tnc  Britisn  government; 
although  America,  most  commonly,  in 
adjusting  her  accounts  of  Ir.adc  avith  the 
avhoie  avorld,  has  a balance  in  her  favor. 

From  these  consider.ations,  ave  con- 
ceive it  necessary  and  inclispcns  iblc  that 
the  American  people  take  a determined 
stand  on  this  subject ; and,  by  their  ex- 
ample, give  an  impulse  to  the  govern- 
ment. If  the  American  people  avould 
unanimously  adopt  the  use  of  domestic 
fabrics,  in  preference  to  foreign  fabrics 
of  the  same  kind,  enough  would  be  done 
. to  ensure  success  to  the  manufacturer. 

To  accomplish  so  desirable  a measure, 
the  asseciations  avhich  are  forming  in  all 
tlie  northern  and  middle  states,  and  some 
of  the  soutlicrn  and  avestern,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  intioducing  the  use  of  domestic 


gooJs,  seem  Klghly  calculated  to  effect 
the  object.  A general  consumption  of 
domestic  goods  avould,  perhaps,  be  a 
murh  more  effectual  and  permanent  cn- 
courageinent  than  any  duties,  liraavbacks, 
or  premium.?,  enacted  by  congress.  Bet, 
unquestionably,  if  in  addition  to  the  ge- 
neral use  and  consum))ticn  of  domestir 
goods  by  our  oavn  citizens,  rongress 
avould  interpose  such  restrictions  on  fo- 
reign articles  as  avould  give  tlie  Ameri- 
can inaiuifacturcr  a vantage  ground  in 
the  contest,  the  success  of  our  factories 
oa-ould  be  much  more  certain.  The  dii- 
lics  might  be  sa  judiciously  managed  by 
an  enlightened  congress,  that  pending 
the  struggle  betavtui  domestic  and  fo- 
reign fabrics,  our  government  avould  be 
completely  supplied  from  the  proceeds 
of  those  duties. 

Brelh~eii  of  the  Columbinn  Order, 

The  only  apology  I can  offer  you  for 
having  det.ained  you  thus  long,  is  the 
importance  of  the  subject : an  ^ I trust 
the  day  is  not  far*  distant,  avhen  c gene- 
ral use  of  domestic  goods,  in  preference 
to  foreign,  avill  secure  peace,  plenty,  and 
independence  at  home.  Then,  indeed, 
may  we  say  that  the  deliberations  of  the 
great  national  avigavam  have  had  a happy 
issue  : then  may  ave  congratulate  our 

country  that  the  tomahaavk  is  buried  for 
innumerable  moons ; and  smoke  in  har- 
mony and  friendship  the  calumclof  peace 
until  lime  shall  be  no  more.

IVhat  laoutd  ht  the  consequence  cf  our 
recotruizing  the  inde/iendrnce  of  Chili , 
and  of  aiding  it  to  settle  doven  under  a 
republican  form  of go'ceninicnt  similar 
to  that  of  our  own  ? 

Suelia  declaration  on  our  part  would 
at  once  relieve  our  people  from  all  those 
imputations  of  low  uiulerhand  practices 
which  are  so  galling  to  their  feelings — 
The  friends  of  the  Fatriots  could  no  long- 
er be  accused  of  violating  the  laavs  of 
their  country — and,  for  the  purpose  of 
befriending  the  cause  of  freedom  in  a- 
nolhcr  nation,  the  citizen  avould  not  be 
tempted  or  seduced  into  mean  shifts  and 
evasions  of  the  laavs  of  bis  oavn — the  tra- 
ders with  the  Patriots  avould  no  longer  be 
sneered  at,  as  being  on  a level  avith  Afri- 
can negro  tiadcrs  ; for  it  avill  alavays  be 
found  that  the  breach  of  the  laav  in  one 
respect  furnishes  a countenance  for  vio- 
lating it  in  another,  avithout  regard  to 
the  object  or  the  motia-e.  It  sounds 
harshly  to  the  ear,  and  cannot  but  be  ex- 
cessively grating  to  a citizen  of  Indepen- 
dent America,  to  be  told,  that  the  laavs 
of  Ills  country  forbid  him,  under  heavy 
penalties,  from  contrilHiting  toward  the 
emancipation  of  bis  fclloav  men  i.n  any 
quai  ter  of  the  avorld.  The  operations 
of  such  laavs  upon  our  citizens  must  be 
extremely  pernicious  ; the  doctrines 
avhich  they  iirc  ulcatc  are  destructive  of 
all  the  elevated  sentiments  of  freemen  ; 
and  are  calculated  insidiously  to  extin- 
guish the  free  spirit  ot  our  people,  and 
to  sap  the  fundamental  principles  of  our 
government.  It  Is  of  the  generous  na- 
ture of  a true  .American  to  sympatliize 
avith  theoppressed  of  all  nations,  and  he 
has  a RIGHT  freely  to  indulge  those  feel- 
.ing*  ; his  heart  bids  him  at  once  extend 
his  arm  to  rescue  the  victim  from  the 
gripe  of  despotism,  avhenea  er  it  may  be 
in  his  poaver ; and  the  law  \vlii<  h pro-| 
hibils  his  doing  so,  contains  an  indirect 
lesson  of  submission  to  mis- government 
at  home. 

To  cherish  the  generous  feelings,  the 
ardent  love  of  liberty,  and  the  prona 
spirit  of  the  American  people,  is  the 
first  duty  of  their  government-,  but,  to 
ensure  their  safety,  it  is  said,  their  feel- 
iiogsmust  sometimes  be  a little  rcpre.ssed, 
and  their  avishes  occasionally  disappoint- 
ed ; and,  that  if,  ui)on  this  great  question 
relative  to  the  recognition  and  succor  of 
a Spanish  republic  in  the  new  avorld, 
their  manifest  avishes  and  the  strong  hent 
of  their  feelings  were  alone  consulted, 
the  United  States  avould  immediately 
have  aroused  against  them,  tiie  implaca- 
ble hostility  ofallihe  most  potent  na- 
tions of  bmirope — Spain  and  F.ngland  to 
a certainty,  if  not  all  the  others.  If  this 
be  really  the  case,  it  is  a eonsequenee 
of  the  recognition  of  the  Ciiilian  republic  i 
avhich  avould  be  great  indeed  ; and  if  so, ' j 
it  behoves  ns  to  avcigh  matters  vtry  • 
maturely  before  ave  venture  to  provoke! 
hosliiiiics,  appircntly  so  extensive  and! 
destructive.  Let  us  suggest  a few  re- 
flections upon  tliis  point.  On  meditat- 
ing upon  the  progress  and  ter  nination 
of  the  late  European  contest,!  have  ini 
imagination  personified  the  mighty  par- 
ties in  that  conflict,  as  so  many  fierce 
wild  beasts,  avho,  after  a long  and  most 
desperate  combat  provoked  by  the  taste 
of  a bone  of  liberty  accidentally  picked 
up  by  one  of  them,  noav  lay  strec'ncd 
upon  the  field  of  Watcrl  oo,  crippled  and 
bleeding,  panting  and  exhausted,  utterly 
unable  to  avag  a tail,  or  move  a claw.  I 
think  of  iEsop’s  fable  of  the  combat  bc- 
taveen  the  lion  and  the  tiger,  and  I ask  to 
avhat  but  the  absolute  and  total  exhaus- 
tion of  tiie  great  contending  beasts,  can 
he  attributed  the  permission  of  the  jack- 
als of  St.  Domingo  to  run  oft'  avith  a 
scrap  from  the  bone  of  contention  ; or 
avhat  other  reason  can  he  assigned  for 
the  total  inactivity  ot  all  the  legiiimates 
of  the  Holy  League,  and  particularly  o! 
the  adored  Ferdinand,  avhile  the  people 
of  South  America  are  discussing  the 
principles  ofliherty,  and  fighting 
themselves  for  independence  ? That  tlic 
Patriots  of  South  America,  have  not  been 
assaulted  and  crushed,  by  fleets  and  ar- 
mies  from  Europe,  has  not  been  oaving 
to  any  indisiiosiiion  or  disagreement  a'i 
mong  the  legitimates,  but  to  their  total 
inability.  Can  the  United  States  have 
any  thing  to  fear  from  any  one  of  the 
poweis  of  Europe,  in  coiisequcnce  ol 
her  recognizing  the  independence  of  the 


I South  American  colonies  ? In  order  to 
' ascertain  this,  let  us  take  a look  at  each 
of  them. 

Our  differences  avijh  Sp  commen- 
ced more  than  thirty  years  ago  about  tho 
free  navigation  tif  the  Mississippi,  and 
from  that  day  to  this,  not  a single  bcca- 
Uion  or  form,  or  mode  has  been  passed 
•over,  avhen  she  could  manifest  her  jcalou- 
Isy  and  animosity,  on  avhich  she  has  not 
Ifuinished  us,  as  farasavas  hi  licr  feeble- 
ipoaver.  ample  grounds  for  even  hostility. 
.She  stipulated  by  solemn  treaty,  to  allow 
us  the  free  navigation  of  the  Ivlississippi, 
and  a dejicsit  at  Neav  Orleans,  yet  broke 
that  treaty,  closed  the  naa  Igation  of  that 
river,  and  prohibited  the  deposit.  She 
ceded  Louisiana  to  Eranccf  ave  purchased 
and  paid  for  it  ; she  refused  to  compi/ 

I avith  the  contract,  and  pcrs'isird  in  hold- 
; ing  Baton  Rouge,  avhich  avas  popcrly  a 
part  of  oiir  purchase.  Wc  at  length  en-< 
tered  and  drove  her  from  our  ten  uoryj 
anil  she  avaiked  off  like  a knavish  bully, 
grooa  led  but  submitted.  Her  ambassa.* 
dor  A'rujo  practised  all  sorts  of  iutruiges  ; 
encouraged  the  enemies  of  our  iv.pcb.i- 
can  institutions  in  every  possible  avay, 
and  concluded  by  insulting  our  govern- 
ment; for  avh.ich  lie  was  ordered  oft' by 
our  President,  and  avas  received,  thanked 
and  promoted  by  his  adored  master.  In 
short,  the  hesliiity  of  Spain  toavai  ds  us  is 
deep-rooted  and  inveterate,  and  but  ft  r 
the  want  of  ability  in  her  avould  haa  ^ 
broken  out  long  ago  into  an  open  rup- 
ture. The  poaver  of  Spain  is  altogether 
contemptible  ; she  has  done  us  all  the 
harm  she  could  avhenever  an  opportuni- 
ty served.  An  open  rupture  avith  ht  r, 
therefore,  avould  certainly  be  desirable  ; 
our  navy  might  be  usefully  emploj’ed, 
and  the  acquisition  of  F’lorida  avould  af- 
ford some  conipcnsr.tion  for  her  miitie- 
rolls  avrongs  and  de]»i'cdatioas  on  iur 
commerce,  and  the  long  unsittled  bal- 
ance she  owes  us. — Indeed,  avhen  I re- 
flect on  the  uninterrupted  series  cf  inju- 
ries avhich  the  United  Slates  have  suf- 
fered from  Spain,  and  for  avhich  therty 
has  not  been  the  slightest  reparation  or 
atonement,  I blush  for  the  honor  and  dig. 
nity  of  our  government.  From  Old 
Spain  then  ave  have  nothing  to  fear- 
Spain  is  the  only  poaver  in  Europe  avho 
could,  according  to  ^|.iiy  principle  of  jus- 
tice, or  consistently  avith  what  avas  for- 
merly conceived  to  be  the  laav  of  nations, 
have  any  right  to  consider  our  recogni- 
tion of  the  independence  of  Chili,  as  an. 
art  of  open  hostility. — For  according  ti> 
Vattcl : — 

•' If  the  prince  attacking  the  f indamcnUal 
“ l.aws,  gives  his  sub  jects  a legal  right  to  resist 
“ him — if  tyranny  becoming  insupportable,  o- 
“ bliges  the  nation  to  rise  in  their  dcfeiire, 

“ every  foreign  po«  er  1ms  a right  to  succour  ar« 

“ oppressed  people,  w ho  implore  their  assis- 
“ tance  ; for  wlieit  a people  from  good  reason* 
“take  up  arms  against  an  oppressor,  justice 
“ and  generosity  require  that  brave  men 
“ should  be  assisted  in  the  defence  of  their  libr 
i‘-  erties.”  B.  2,  cli.  4,  sec.  56. 

j This  law  of  nations,  it  may  be  said, 
ihoavcvcr,  as  laid  doavn  by  Vattcl  and 
jsncli  authors,  has  been  long  since  totally- 
disregarded.  1 acknoavledge  it  has  been 
so,  but  it  is  not  noav,  nor  ever  avill  be  tiie 
case,  avhen  the  imbecility  of  tiic  ruIei'S 
of  wtions  is  such,  that  they  find  tiiem- 
selvcs  compelled  to  rally,  collect,  and  re- 
animate the  poovers  of  their  people  by 
an  appeal  to  the  priaciplcs  ofjiistiec  and 
of  reason. — Before  the  irreal  body  of  the 
people  of  any  of  the  liuropean  nations 
jean  be  again  .roused,  and  induced  hearti- 
ly to  co-operate  avith  their  rulers  in  re- 
l.iiirllin.g  foreign  avars,  they  must  be  fttl-  ‘ 
ly  satisfied  that  it  is  for  the  purpose  of 
defending  theniselvcs  ag.ainst  some  ad- 
ditional opprrs;>ions,  or  in  order  to  re- 
gain some  of  their  lost  rights.  The  daa  a 
of  aristocratic  deiiisioii  are  over,  and  tiie 
people  of  E'lropc  are  ca'cry  avhere  civ 
quiiing  avhat  they  gained  by  the  loss 
of  the  rivers  of  blood  avhich  have  floaved 
from  their  veins. 

But  still,  it  is  said,  ave  have  much  to 
dread  from  England,  because  she  is  tlio 
ally  of  Spain,  and  bound  and  avilting.anl 
able  to  take  part  avith  her  in  defen  ling 
her  .American  posscs.sions  : besides,  as  a 
matter  of  po.icy,  itiss.iid  England  avould 
be  glad  of  t le  pretext  to  avags  av.ar  upon 
us  for  the  purpose  of  crippling  "our 
rising  navy  ; that  the  poaver  of  the  British 
navy  is  immense,  and  needs  employment ; 
that  England  looks  on  us  avitli  the  most 
rcstb-ss  jealousy,  as  her  greatest  rival ; 
that  she  hates  us  as  such,  and  more  es- 
pecially for  having  vanquished  her  in  tho 
avar  of  the  revoiiuion,  and  still  more  for 
having  stripped  from  her  broav,  dnriii;' 
the  late  avar,  some  of  her  proudest  lau- 
rels. Tiiat  she  is  exceedingly  jealous 
of  our  rival  greatness,  is  mo.st  true  ; that 
8 le  avould  aa-ail  herself  of  everv  oppor- 
tunity to  retard  our  growth,  is  no  less 
true : but  the  last  avar  h.as  aa-rought  a 
avonderful  change  in  our  favor.  Instead 
of  putting  us  back,  all  the  avorld  saav,and 
oa'c  too  feel,  that  it  lias  put  us  forevard 
at  least  half  a century;  and  there  is  no 
foreign  nation  on  cartli  that  see.s  and  un- 
derstands the  effect  of  the  last  war  np'jn 
us  better  than  Eivgiatid  does.  Since  the 
taking  of  tiic  (iiicrriere  and  the  battle  of 
Neav  Orleans,  s!ic  has  thought  better  of 
the  United  States  than  she  did  before ; 
s!ic  is  noav  strongly  impressed  avith  the 
belief,  tiiat  hoavea-cr  desirable  such  a 
tiling  might  lie  to  her,  yet  it  is  not  alto- 
gether so  safe  as  she  onee  thought  it  was, 
to  grapple  avith  t.iis  democratic  govorii- 
ment.  It  is  true,  the  foreigner  may  re- 
proach ns  avitli  a Hartf  ord  Convention, 
and  other  examples  of  depraved  delin- 
quency, during  the  season  of  severest 
trial,  liich  every  honest  man  avould 
lain  see  expunged  from  the  history  of 
Ills  country.  But  even  these  loathsome 
cflorts  of  malice  and  moral  treason  are 
already  draaving  doavn  upon  their  authors 
universal  execration,  and  are  only  ro- 
meuibcrc  d to  be  contrasted  avith  the  gen- 
eral sentinient  of  patrotism  tint  prevail- 
ed in  t’lc  Union,  and  which  will  ever  be 
found  adequate,  if  proiterly  cherished, 
to  presen  u tl.is  blessed  govcniuient  a- 


gainst  every  possible  combination  cf 
the  jealousy  and  power  of  the  legiti- 
mates. 

But  it  isnotmercly  from  the  high  esti- 
mates which  all  the  Legitimates,  and  par- 
ticularly Kngiand,  have  formed  of  us, 
since  M'Ponough’s  and  Jackson’s  victo- 
ries, that  wc  may  calculate  on  respect 
and  peace  frpm  them.— There  are  oil  el- 
and much  more  conclusive  reasons  why 
most  of  them,  but  especially  England, 
will  not  dare  interfere  with  us  for  declar- 
ing in  fivorof  t:ie  Patriots  ; thechi-ef  of 
wiiich  reasons,  is  the  naked  and  incontro- 
vertable  fact  that  they  are  u;i-tf,uly  des- 
titute OF  TItE  MF.ANS  AND  THE  FINAN- 
CES— England  from  her  national  debt 
and  her  paupers  has  not  a ]icnny  to 
spare. — The  I'inglis'.i  borough-mongers 
may  continue  to  drag  along  for  a few 
years  mors  under  the  absoiute  power  of 
imprisonment  law,  by  borroiving  money 
to  pay  tue  interest  of  the  nalionai  debt, 
and  tlius  may  linally  succeed  in  establish- 
ing an  unmixed  government  CH’  pure  des- 
potism : but  they  wiil  find  some  difficul- 
ty in  obtaining  the.  hearty  concurrence 
of  die  people  in  a war  against  us  in  be- 
half of  the  ungratt-rul  Eerdinan.'!,  for 
whom  t'ley  have  already  contributed  so 
m tell  of  their  labour  andlhcirblood  ; nor 
V.  ill  they  readiiy  prrsuade  the  British  navy 
that  mucli,  cither  of  profit  or  of  honor, 
is  to  be  gained  by  another  war  with  the] 
Kepnbiic  of  America.  i 

It  is  clear  from  the  experience  of 
the  two  last  centuries,  tiiat  l-'.ngland  not' 
having  the  men  to  wage  a foreign  war,- 
can  only  carry  it  on  by  incajis  of  her, 
money.  In  order,  therefore,  to  form  a, 
correct  opiniiui  of  her  disposition  and  a- 
bility  to  make  war  upon  us,  for  assisting' 
tiie  -American  subjects  of  her  ally,  the: 
adored  Ferdinand,  to  obtain  their  free- 
dom, we  must  take  a look  at  the  s'ate  of^ 
her  coffers  ; for  if  they  be  emfitVi  we  may 
be  sure  that  tlie  domineering  spirit  of 
Jinglaml  will  he  perfectly  still — she  will 
affect  to  be  very  strictly  observant  of  her 
faith — she  will  talk  of  her  honor  and  jus-^ 
tice,  and  even  ass-imethe  air  of  generosi-, 
ty  and  magiianmity— her  whole  soul  wiili 
Be  in  a flame  at  the  thought  of  losing  her 
commorcial  monopoly,  and  of  missing  so 
fair  a chance  of  pillage  and  plunder ; but 
if  lier  coffers  be  empty, she  will  not  dare' 
tell  us  to  abstaii*iVom  the  recognition  of; 
the  republic  of  Cidli,  orto  tell  ns  to  look 
to  her  thous.and  floating  batteries.  I

' F.XTRACT  TO  THE  EDITOR,  DAIFID 

TVashington  City,  Oct.  2 I . 

“ It  is  noA7  two  weeks,  owing  to  a tem- 
porary absence  from  this  place,  since  I 
i-jst  wrote  to  you  : But,  in  truth,  we  have 
not  a word  of  what  you  would  call  nenos; 
and  the  Quidnuncs  of  the  metropolis  were 
never  so  much  at  a loss  for  a topic  of 
■onversation  as  they  are  at  this  moment. 
.Mr.  Rush,  you  wiil  si?,  has  been  ap- 
pointed minister  plenipotentiary  to  tlie 
court  of  St.  James,  and  is  to  proceed  to 
:iis  destination  in  the  same  style  tliat  Mr. 
Rinkney  tlid  ; that  is,  in  a 74  gun  ship. 
It  is  very  well,  I think,  to  show  John 
Bull  a sample  of  our  manufactures  in 
tliat  way:  It  may  have  a tendency  to 
make  him  a little  more  respectful.  The 
Franklin  wiil  probably  join  the  S'piad- 
ron  in  the  Mediterranean  after  s!ic  leaves 
England,  and  tlic  W.is.iington  74  will, 
it  is  likely,  return  liome. 

The  President  is  expected  at  the  scat 
of  government  in  two  or  three  days. 

By  the  news  from  Ffiirope,  it  would 
seem  that  tiie  fpiestion  of  t.ie  emancipa- 
tion of  the  South  American  provinces,  at 
present  excites  much  attention  there. 
\s  to  the  interference  of  the  European 
governments  in  tlie  prevailing  contest  be- 
tween Spain  and  her  Colonies,  it  d-upeiids, 
in  my  opinion,  wholly  upon  (li-eat  Brit- 
ain ; ami  Great  Britain,  rely  on  it,  will 
not  interpose  unless  she  derives  from  her 
interposition  great  commercial  advan- 
tages. Reflecting  upon  this  subject,  I 
have  concluded  that  the  Biitisli  will  keep' 
aloof,  look  on  with  apparent  indilfercnce,! 
but  with  a v ’l-y  vigilant  eye,  and  wait  I 
until  a period  in  the  contest  shall  arrive 
when  the  Spanish  governmenf  »iuvide-l 
ci'le  cither  to  relinquish  America  aito-1 
gether,  or  to  give  to  foreign  powers  ex-j 
traordinary  commercial  privileges  for| 
effectual  maritime  and  military  aid.  But, 
may  not  this  policy  on  the  part  ofGreatj 
Britain  eventually  defeat  itself?  Mayi 
she  not  wait  so  long  for  the  golden  terms, 
which  she  rctpiircs  from  Spain,  as  tO| 
give  the  Patriots  time  to  strenghen  them-j 
solves  in  such  a manner  as  to  set  all  Eu-‘ 
rope  at  defiance  ? In  truth,  my  friend,  if 
the  Soutli  Americans  are  determined  to 
he  free,  it  is  not  in  the  power  of  all  the 
world  to  prevent  i£.  Tncir  climate  alone 
would  kill  more  tvooj.'Sthanall  thecrown- 
ed  heads  of  tlie  old  world  could  just  now 
spare  ; and  as  to  the  United  Slates,  if 
they  never  become  the  active  friend,  they 
will  to  a certainty  never  become  the  ac- 
tive enemy,  of  the  Patriots.  Yon  may | 
judge  of  the  difficulty  of  conquering  thei 
country,  when  I assure  you,  upon  the| 
authority  of  a letter  from  an  intelligent! 
correspondent  in  St.  Thomas,  wiiich  I| 
have  now  before  me,  that  the  royalisti 
general  M lrillo  was  nearly  six  weeks 
u|ion  the  island  of  M.irgaritta  with  alll 
his  disposable  force,  and  after  doing  his 
utmost  was  compelled  to  a precipitate 
retreat,  without  s.ihjugating  to  the  rule 
of  ills  royal  master  that  little  spot  of  earth. 
F'rom  the  losses  sustained  by  the  forces 
of  Moriilo,  it  is  calculated,  that  European 
trooiTS  employed  in  V*cnezucla,  would 
loss  on  an  average,  in  a contest  with  the 
Independent  party,  about  thirty-seven 
and  an  half  per  cent,  of  their  number 
per  annum,  with  very  little  loss  on  the 
side  of  the  independents.  It  ought  not, 
however,  to  be  disguised,  that  the  con- 
test must  be  long  and  arduous;  for,  that 
the  powers  of  Europe  will  interpose  soon- 
er or  I'dter  I feel  perfectly  assured  ; and 
in  that  event  the  conflict  will  become  still 
more  difficult  for  tliose  who  arc  fighting 
for  freedom.  I think  I can  perceive 
nost  distinctly  that  the  deadly  combat 
for  independence  is  to  be  maintained  al- 
most exclusively  in  Venezuela  and  the 
adjacent  provinces.  La  Plata,  Chili  and 
Pern,  will  easily  succeed,  if  they  are  not 
false  to  themselves,  because,  as  I once  be- 
fore expressed  myself  to  you,  they  have! 
got  the  sinew  of  wxc— ‘money.  Mina,! 
you  will  observe,  has  been  unsuccessful 
in  Mexico,  wnich  was  to  liave  been  ex- 
pected ; yet  1 do  not,  on  that  account, 
despair  of  t'le  emancipation  of  that  fine 
province.  Wnenever  the  leading  men 
in  it  resolve  to  cut  the  knot  which  tics 
them  to  Spain-— and  they  vill  do  it  when- 
ever they  can  see  their  interest  in  it— it 
will  be  the  work  of  but  a moment.  The 
vice.-roy  of  Mexico  could  at  this  instant, 

I have  not  a doubt,  coasnmmate,  without 
bloodshed,  the  independence,  of  that  por-j 
tion  of  the  Sp.anish  possessions;  and,Avith| 
the  mines  and  the  mint  under  hiscontrol,!

The  actual  condition  of  France  coh- 
stitut.  s-a  powerful  diversion  in  favor  of. 
the  patriotic  cause  of  South  .\merica. ' 
T.ie  French  arc  still  restless  and  diss atis-| 
fied,  and  according  to  t!ic  policy  of  Great 
Britain  must  he  watched  and  kept  un- : 
■ler.  Tne  Bourbon  princes  and  the 
priests  arc  doing  all  in  their  pmver  to 
put  out  the  ligiits  of  French  intellect. | 
Phey  will  find  it  rutiier  a difficult  task 
hilt  if  tliey  sliould  succed,  the  French  na- 
tion can  always  rciigi-.t  iiself  at  our  candle. 
By  tlie  way.  Great  Britain,  1 appriJhend, 
lasgot  herself  into  rather  an  awkwardj 
predicament  witii  regard  to  France.  If; 
we  consult  history,  we  snail  find  t.hatthc 
English  always  made  ivar  against  the 
French  whenever  tue  latter  happened  to 
nave  an  active  and  intelligent  monarch. 
I'nis  was  the  true  secret  oft:ie  hosli.itv 
of  tlffi  British  to  Napo.con  : They  feared 
nis  peiKtratiiig  and  i.is  cnterpriziiig  ge- 
nius, much  more  tiianthey  cared  for  his 
illegitimate  royalty.  But  now  France 
lias  gi.t  a initioMi?  /.arihim:  nt,  whicli,  let 
who  will  reign,  cr:a;ot  fail  to  keep  the 
French  dcople  alive  to  their  true  inter- 


ests relatively  to  Great  Britain;  so  that 
in  putting  down  one  great  and  enlight- 
ened, individual,  the  British  haA'c  sanc- 
tioned the  establishment  of  a legislative 
body  which,  as  long  as  it  exists,  will  be 
a source  of  intelligence  terrible  lor  Eng- 
land, and  which  reduces  lier  to  the  ne- 
cessity of  being  perpetually  on  the  alert, 
and  keeping  in  pay  the  continental  kings 
whom  she  has  so  long  hi.rcd  to  fight  her 
battles.  Ever  since  the  Norman  con- 
qu|(g,  the  English  have  dreaded  the  im- 
posing ncigliborhood  of  the  F rcnch  ; and, 
with  etpial  advantages  of  legislation, 
there  cannot  be  a doubt  but  that  France 
will  rise  to  the  superiority  which  her  pa- 
ramount resources  entitle  her  to.  If 
the  United  States  did  not  grow  so  rapid- 
ly, the  ruin  of  the  British  empire  would 
still  he  reserved  as  a task  for  t'le  French. 

The  emperor  Alexander  and  his  prince 
Galitzin  have  become,  you  will  perceive, 
very  friendly  to  tlie  “Massachusetts  Peace 
Society.”  Into  what  alisurdities  does  not 
human  nature  run ! Peace,  in  the  ab- 
stract, IS  a very  good  thing,  But  will 
any  man  pretend  to  tell  me  that  /leac 
with  slavery  is  desirable  ? The  Russian 
boors  have  peace  ; but  is  it  a peace  con- 
sonant to  the  rights  of  human  nature? 
France  has  peace,  Spain  has  peace,  Eng- 
land has  peace  ;but,  in  the  name  of  Hea- 
ven ! what  sort  of  peace  ? Why,  peace 
with  national  subjection,  national  super 
stition,  and  general  starvation.  ,.\nd  the 
Emperor  .Ylexandcr,  who  never  knew 
any  otlier  means  of  governing  than  by 
military  force,  is  very  fond  of  peace  : — 
And  prince  Galitzin  most  piously  quotes 
the  hible  on  the  occasion.  O ! the  hypo- 
crites. I have  nodoubtthe  Uey  of  .\lgiers 
would  join  the  society  too.  The  great- 
est tyrant  the  world  has  ever  seen,  would 
he  the  friend  of  peace  ifyou  would  lethim 
have  his  own  way.  For  my  own  part,  I 
am  the  friend  of  jicacc  so  far  as  it  is  con 
sonant  wit.i  my  own  fair  personal  rights 
and  the  rights  of  my  country.  Ifanyoth- 
er  terms  of  peace  are  proposed,  I would 
shout  soar forever."

EXTRACT  TO  THE  EDITOR,  DATED 
IFashington  City,  Oct.  14. 

“ It  has  been  stated  in  most  of  t'le 
newspapers,  that  II.  M.  Brackenridge, 
Esq.  went  out  in  the  Ontario  to  som  ■ 
part  of  South  .\inerica.  This  is  not  the 
fact,  lie  being  at  this  lime  in  tills  place. 
It  is  true  that  if  the  government  liadl 
any  objects  in  contemplation,  re quiiiiig 
a knowledge  of  the  lafignage,  history 
and  character  of  the  several  South  .\me- 
rican  provinces,  very  few  persons  could 
be  found  so  well  qualified  in  these  re- 
spects as  Mr,  Brackenridge.  There  is 
strong  reason  to  liope  tnat  before  long 
we  shall  be  indebted  to  his  pen  for  throw- 
ing much  light  on  these  points,  hitherto 
involved  in  comparative  obscurity  ; an 
obscurity  occasioned,  however,  not  so 
mucli  by  want  of  the  means  of  informa- 
tion, as  by  wilful  indifference  and  inat- 
tention to  the  subject. 

Heretofore  wc  have  stood  gaping  witli 
stupid  infatuation  for  news  from  Europe, 
as  if  Europe  embraced  tiie  whole  world, 
or  notiiing  was  passing  under  the  sun 
worthy  of  our  contemplation,  save  tlic 
proceedings  of  the  “ Irgfrtmates."  Hap- 
pily Ave  arc  now  l>cgin:iin,j  to  turn  our 
backs  in  pity  and  disgust  upon  scenes  so 
shocking  to  humanity,  and  to  feel  how 
much  more  important  it  is  to  understand 
better,  and  cultivate  closer  relatio:is  wifi 
our  true  friends  and  neighbors  on  this 
side  the  Atlantic. 

Their  enemies  in  this  country  take 
special  care  to  propagate  and  confirm  the 
idea  Avhich  too  generally  prevails,  that 
the  South  Americans  are  a despicable 
race  of  men,  “ unfit  forself-govcrnment;” 
but  is  it  for  us  to  repeat  such  slanders  ? 
Before  avc  consent  to  believe  and  echo 
these  aspersions  against  a people,  whom 
wc  have  been  prevented  from  knoAving 
correctly,  by  the  monopolising  and  tyran- 
nical spirit  of  their  mother  country,  avc 
ought  to  recollect  the  character  which 
unt  'il  lately  has  been  given  to  us  through- 
out Europe.  “ Man  is  every  where  a 
noble  and  a lofty  being;  and  if  the  bur- 
then Avhich  bows  him  to  earth  be  taken 
away ; if  the  slavish  bands  in  Avhich  he 
is  fastened  are  burst,  he  will  certainly 
rise  Avith  ease  to  the  natural  standing  of 
his  character.” 

That  Mr.  Prevost  has  gone  to  some 
part  of  South  .\mcrica,  is  true ; and  it 
mav  he  that  the  government  has  dared 
to  send  him  without  asking  a passp.irt 
from  the  legitimates:  and  Avhat  of  that? 
Is  it  not  notorious  that  Ixngland  has  had 
for  many  years  past  a strong  squadron  in 
the  La  Plata,  and  an  able  .minister  de 
facto  in  the  disguise  of  a British  consul 
at  Buenos  .Ayres?  Did  she  ask  our 
leave  to  send  either  squadron  or  amhas- 
sailor  ? Wliy  tlicn  should  we  consult 
her  ? Is  it  not  time  that  wc  should  actu- 
ally feel  and  assert  our  equality  with 
other  nations^  Have  not  the  victories 
of  Hull  and  Jackson  succeeded  in  atvak- 
cning  us  from  tlic  dream  of  continued  de- 
pendence on  England  ? Or  is  that  dis- 
graceful conceit  to  linger  forever  in  our 
imagination  ? . . 

“ For  my  part,  I am  clearly  of  opinion, 
that  our  government  ought  to  have  in- 
defatigably  observing  and  incurru/iiibl- 
men  stationed,  to  Avalch  and  advise  then, 
of  passing  events  in  all  those  provinces.

Mr.  de  Linuv.  weie  not  inclined  to  sai- 
y forth  in  puisnitof  the  enemy  Avitliout 
..lu'oielliis  ; and  as  it  might  have  been 


diflAcult  to  liavc  proftircd  them  a snffl  ' 
cient  mmiher,  they  adopted  the  prudcr.l 
measure  ofalloAving  General  Mina  to  de- 
part Avith  his  ti  oops,  (except  a fcAv  strag- 
glers, as  is  inevitable  in  a retreat)  his 
.inmense  baggage,  artillery, ammunition, 
kc.  for  in  this  affair,  as  in  all  former 
ones,  there  is  no  mention  whatever  of 
cannoM,  u.lors  or  even  a musket  taken, 
although  these  arc  generally  the  proofs 
and  trophies  of  victory. 

Blit  to  put  trifliiig  aside,  w e may  con- 
clude that  General  Mina,  having  resolv- 
ed to  change  his  position,  either  in  coie 
seqnence  of  the  diflicelty  of  obtaining 
provisions,  or  because  his  views  were  di- 
rected upon  another  point,  effected  I.is 
retreat  in  tlie  best  order,  and  lost  no 
other  men  than  those  Avho  Avere  not  in  a 
condition  to  folloAv  him,  w ldch  is  the  in 
evitable  result  of  forced  marches.  If  we 
had  felt  any  uneasiness  respecting  the 
situation  of  tliis  actiA-e  and  brave  officer, 
the  report  of  Mr.  de  Lilian  viould  have 
immediately  tranquilized  us. 

ST.  LOUIS,  OCT.  il. 

\Ve  learn  that  a party  of  troops  con- 
sisting of  50  men  and  officers,  either 
going  to,  or  returning  from  the  army  of 
General  Mina,  were  met  in  the  plains,  a 
f ;w  days  march  west  of  the  Sabine  river, 
by  300  royalists  and  Indians,  wdio  engag- 
ed them  and  defeated  the  party.  Up- 
wards of  40  of  the  patriots  were  killed 
and  wounded,  and  the  remainder  made 
prisoners.  Tw’o  expresses  from  Mina’s 
Army  had  arriAcd  at  Natchitoclv  s with  1 
a large  bundle  of  despatches.  Transla- 
tions were  making  for  the  Red  river 
Ncwwpapcr.
